Whereas,upon his retirement from the legislature in 1994, Lary Swoboda was appointed
executivedirector of the National and Community Service Board, which grants AmeriCorps funds
to organizations that involve citizens in service activities thaget human, educational,
environmentalpublic safetyand homeland security needs; and

Whereasl.ary Swoboda taught English at Southern Didigh School, civics and government
at Luxembug—-Casco Junior High School, and other subjattgarious other schools, including
ConcordiaUniversity and the University of ld&consin—Green Bay; and

Whereas|.ary Swoboda served as principal at Saint Joseph Grade Schoobeo&tBiay and
asprincipal at Oneida Grade School and High School; and

Whereas]ary Swoboda tutored English with the Kewaunee County Literacy Program for
manyyears; and

Whereasl.ary Swoboda donated many books to tikaye of Luxembug library and worked
with the Boy Scouts to construct many bookcases; and

Whereas|.ary Swoboda was an active member of the LuxemBimights of Columbushe
Luxemburg—Cascdaycees, and the Luxembuthamber of Commerce; and

Whereas|.ary Swoboda was a memhmrseveral educationalganizations that reflected his
